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BEIRUT, Lebanon 
(AP) 
— King 
Faisal of Saudi 
Arabia, a staunch 
friend of the United States and at the 
same time a bankroller of Arab wars 
against Israel, was assassinated in his 
royal palace today by a “mentally de­ 
ranged” nephew, the official 
Saudi 
radio announced. 


His ailing brother, 
Crown 
Prince 
Khaied lbn Abdul Aziz, 62, was pro­ 
claimed king shortly afterward. 
The gunshot slaying cast a new sha­ 
dow over the Middle East following the 
collapse last weekend of a U.S. effort 
to find a peace settlement in the area. 
The official radio in Riyadh, the win­ 
ter capital of Saudi Arabia, said the 
nephew, Prince Faisal !bn Musaed lbn 
Abdul Aziz, pulled a gun and shot King 
Faisal several tim es in an audience 
room of the modest palace in the heart 
ol Riyadh atter approaching him to of­ 
fer salutations on the occasion of Prop­ 
het Mohammed’s birthday, being cele­ 
brated today throughout the Moslem 
world. The audience was for princes 
and commoners, the radio said. 
The nephew was described in the 
broadcast as the son ot Faisal’s half 
brother. Musaed. 
The radio added that Faisal, whose 
age was variously listed as 6!) or 70. 
died later in a hospital of gunshot

Officials in Washington said they 
were inclined on the basis of first 
sketchy information to accept the view 
that Faisal’s asssassination was an iso­ 
lated blow struck by a deranged neph­ 
ew. but they added that they did not 
rule out the possibility of broader poli­ 
tical motives for the monarch’s death, 
possibly from outside Saudi Arabia. 
Less than two hours later, the radio 
announced the proclamation of Khaied 
as king and the appointment of another 
brother. Prince Fahd, 53, as the new 
crown prince. Fahd had carried out a 
number of official missions tor Faisal 
over the past year. Khaied has had 
heart surgery and there was specua- 
tion that Fahd w*ould take over the ac­ 
tual administration of the government, 
possibly as prime minister. 
In Washington and other Western ca­ 
pitals, Faisal had been regarded as a 
moderating 
influence 
in 
the 
Arab 
world. Some U.S. officials privately de­ 
scribed his death as a blow to Ameri­ 
can policy in the Middle East. 


The announcement set off repercus­ 
sions in the world. 
Oil shares fell and the U.S. dollar 
dropped in value in London, where Brit­ 
ish government circles express concern. 


The rapid transition of power in Ri­ 
yadh appeared designed to quell any 
possible speculation 
about 
a 
power 
struggle within the large royal family. 
Khaied w as crown prince and first 
deputy prime minister under Faisal. 
Fahd was second deputy prime min­ 
ister as well as their minister. 
Faisal had been sending Fahd in his 
placv 
on

oad, such as the signing of a massive 
economic and military agreement with 
the United States last year and repre­ 
senting Saudi Arabia at a summit con­ 
ference of oil producing states in Al­ 
giers. 
The Riyadh radio said Khaied was 
proclaimed king after a meeting of five 
senior royal princes — Faisal’s uncle, 
Prince Abdullah Bin Abdul Rahman, 
and

The broadcast added that Khaied

Faisal was a highly religious man 
who counseled moderation in the Arab 
world. 
But in time of conflict, he 
poured his nation’s oil millions into 
arms for the Arab war machine. 


During the Middle Ea«t war of Octo- 
brr 1973, Faisal was among the leaders 
of the Arab oil boycott against the 
Ended States and other nations that 
supported Israel, 
StiP, he maintained a friendship with 
th“ United States and a stiff opposition 
to communism. 
He once said that beiore he died he 
wanted to worship in the Moslem holy 
places in Jerusalem with an Arab Uag 
flying over the city. 
The assassination came as a jolt to 
Washington where President Ford h id 
announced just the day before that the 
United Slates wxuld review its policy 
in the Middle East — after years of 
solid support for Israel. 


'Nicest man in the kingdom' takes 
over as new ruler of Saudi Arabia 


RIYADH, Saudi Arabia (AP) — The 
new king cf Saudi Arabia, Khaied lbn 
Abdul Aziz, was once described by a 
f reign diplomat as “probably the ni­

The order com es on the heels of a 
three-week-old North Vietnamese offen­ 
sive which has forced the Saigon gov­ 
ernment to abandon 11 provinces and 
the major northern city of Hue. 
Da Nang, the country’s second lar­ 
gest city, was gripped by fear as the 
North Vietnamese tightened their hold 
on the northern quarter of the country . 
The announcement quoted Thieu as 
ordering the move “to better cope with 
the em ergency situation in our country 
and 
to 
answer em ergency 
require­ 


ments in essential areas.” 


He said these areas were “the de­ 
fense of the country, (to), provide re­ 
fugee relief, stabilize the urban areas, 
increase production to support the bat- 
tlefront, mobilize the national spirit for 
the anti-Communist stniggle and defeat 
the North Vietnamese invaders.” 


Associated Press Correspondent Pe­

Indeed throughout 1974 his 
oil minister proposed that the oil cartel 
reduce prices somewhat because of the 
severe effect the hikes were having on 
the industrialized world. Prices didn’t 
com e down, but they didn’t go up ei­ 
ther.

Arabia by itself could change the price 
of oil on world m arkets. Although the 
country has often been a leader in 
boosting prices, m any experts say its 
ovi rail policy is aim ed at a long-term 
increase in production rath er th an a 
short term increase in prices. 
Saudi \rab u t s population is sm all — 
s million — and the country cannot 
spend huge - o s of money rapidly. It 
must look toi slow, long-term growth.

“ Even though this clause is 
illegal, the tact that it is writ­ 
ten. in the lease intimidates 


the dealer to a point that 
most won’t go to court,” said 
Montoya. 
Sen. Ruben Ayala, D*32nd 
Dist.. last week asked the 
Senate Revenue and Taxation 
Committee to postpone until 
April 9 action on an oil depl­ 


etion allowance bill. He wants, 
to offer an amendment to en­ 
sure that any depletion allo­ 
wance would be for new ex­ 
ploration and nothing else. 
The proposed bill seeks to 
CIOS'? a major tax loophole by 
abolishing the allowance gi­ 


ven major oil companies. 
Ayala said his goal is to 
make sure that not even a 
small company gets a tax 
break without earning it by 
-drilling new wells. 
“ Presently oil 
companies 
are given a 22 per cent alio- 


wan ce on their gross reve­ 
nues for exploration whether 
they explore or not,” he said. 
“This is just another form 
of government subsidy or wel­ 
fare at the taxpayers’ ex­ 
pense. And I’m against it,” 
said Ayala.

City estimated to have 44,137 
Chino population leaps >000 in 6 months 


The Chino area continues to lead the 
West End of San Bernardino County in 
population growth by adding nearly 3,- 
000 more residents during a recent six 
month period. 
And county officials add that the 
area’s gain has been 
nearly 
10,000 
since the federal census was completed 
in April of 1970. 
In a population report, officials esti­ 
mated Chino’s number of residents at 
44,137 last January, compared to 34,151 
in 1970 and 41.416 last July. Based on 
various factors, they expect the popu­ 
lation to reach 52,000 by 1990. 
For the entire county, officials esti­ 
mated the population last January at 


740.282. This is a gain of 10,245 resi­ 
dents from July and 58,049 from 1970. 
Nearly half the county’s gain for 
both reporting periods has been in the 
West End communities of Chino, On­ 
tario, Montclair, Upland, Alta Loma, 
Etiwanda, 
Cucamonga, 
Guasti, 
Mt. 
Biddy and Wrightwood. 
Officials reported a West End popu­ 
lation of 215,587 last January. This ref­ 
lects a gain of 30,161 since the 1970 
ccunt of 185,426 and 4,794 since July’s 
210,793 estim ate. Planners project the 
West End population to reach 260,700 
by 1990. 
The West End growth is credited 
partly to high construction and land 


costs in both Orange and Los Angeles 
counties. 
With the Pomona, Orange and San 
Bernardino freeways extending into the 
area, residents find they can live here 
and commute to employment centers 
in the two counties. 
Regarding Chino, officials 
said 
a 
number of 
new 
industries 
locating 
there may also be attracting more fa­ 
milies. 
As the Chino area serves as an ex­ 
tension for Orange County, the Upland 
and Alta Loma areas provide an exten­ 
sion for Los Angeles County, they said. 
Upland's population w as estimated at 
45,186 in January', an increase of 871 


since July and 7,322 since 1970. And the 
adjoining Alta 
Loma-Etiwanda area 
had 6,045 residents in January, 906 
more than July and 5,356 more than 
1970. 
The only West End community show­ 
ing a decrease is the tiny farming area 
of Guasti where the number of resi­ 
dents dropped from 3,094 in 1970 to 2,- 
970 last January. 
Population tor other West End areas 
include: Ontario, 68,905, up 418 from 
July and 5,290 from 1970; Montclair, 
2.9,112, up 11 from July and 513 from 
1970; Cucamonga, 6.045, up 42 from 
July and 601 from 1970; and Mt. Baldy- 
W right wood, 2,324, up 25 from July and 


217 from 1970. 
Construction of new dwelling units 
has kept pace with 
the 
population 
growth as 1,324 homes were added 
from July to January and 11,004 from 
1970. 
The bigeest gain was noted in the 
Chino area 678 where homes were built 
from July to January and 2,877 from 
April. 1970. 
This was followed closely by Upland 
with 15{063 in January. The total is 286 
more than Julv and 2,832 more than 
1970. 
Dwelling units of other communities 
include: Ontario, 22.660, up 122 from 
July and 1,937 from 1970; Montclair, 9,- 


132, up three from July and 559 front 
1970; Alta Loma-Etiwanda, 5,097, up 
203 from July and 2,089 from 1970; 
Cucamonga, 1,68.9, up 12 from July and 
208 from 1970; Guasti, 1,060, the sam e

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Fischer-Karpov: 
a chess lesson 


Bobby Fischer has, «¡nite appropriately, until April 
1 to avoid making a fool of himself. Again. 
On that day, Fischer’s resignation as world chess 
champion will become effective and binding and will 
automatically go to Russia's Anatoly Karpov, unless 
Fischer has agreed to play Karpov in the scheduled 
title match in Manila. 
Fischer refuses because of a nitpicking difference 
over the rules with FIDE, the International Chess 
Federation. 
Everybody else in the world wants the match to 
continue until one player has won 10 gam es, but 
with the series limited to 36 games. In the event of 
a 9-9 tie. the title wculd remain with the defender. 
Fischer’s demands are identical, except that he 
wants no limit on the number of gam es played. 
Of such nonsense are international crises made in 
the world of chessdom. 
F ortius. Fischer renounced the title he won from 
Boris Spassky in Rekjavik in 
1972. where most 
Americans first heard about this strange fellow with 
the erratic behavior but forgave his antics because 
of his genius (or perhaps because of the novelty of 
it all). 
.John McCann» president ol I’.S. Chess Masters, 
has sent the following telegram to Fisher: 
“Our members and I urge you to reconsider and 
to play Karpov. Your brilliant accomplishments 
would benefit our nation, especially during the pre­ 
sent climate of sports and political activity between 
the L*.S and I'.S.S.R. It is vital that you again con­ 
tribute to America’s supremacy and thereby benefit 
the nation’s youth. The influence that your favorable 
action would have Is immeasurable. Conversely, it 
would be wasteful to abdicate your title since you 
have persevered too long and hard for it.” 
Fischer is expected to ignore the plea, and there­ 
from may flow a greater benefit to the nation’s 
youth than another Fischer contribution to Ameri­ 
ca’s “supremacy.” 
This is the lesson that it you persist in behaving 
like a perfect ass. sooner or later, no matter how 
brilliant you may 
be. you have to tak e the con­ 
sequences. 


Coastal re-run 


The first draft oi an epoch plan for California's 
coastline is now before the public* and certain to 
trigger at least a partial re-run of the arguments 
aired two years ago when voters were considering 
Proposition 20. The difference is that this tim e Cali­ 
fornians will be considering a permanent and pre­ 
cise land use plan with highly predictable environ­ 
mental. social and economic impacts — not an in­ 
terim building moratorium and study program. 
With public* access and use ol the coast as it- 
highest priorities, the ..iHt-pngc preliminary proposal 
of the statewide Coastal Zone Conservation Commis­ 
sion will now go to six regional com missions for 
fleshing out on local sjcocifics and additional jxilh y 
recommendations.

The special gift 
of Westbrook Pegler 


Finis Farr, a biographer for all seasons — he’s done the lives 
and times of such dispirate personalities as Frank Lloyd 
Wright. Jack Johnson. FDR - is now out with “Fair Enough.” 
the life of the late columnist Westbrook Pegler. 
To most Americans under 30. the name Pegler registers nor 
at all. Those between 30 and 40 know only the Pegler of declin­ 
ing years and spent talent, i raging package of vituperation, a 
bitter parody* of his younger self. 
But for Americans 40 and over — especially those who in 
their youth fancied the career of journalist — mention of West­ 
brook Pegler can conjure up memories of a Pulitzer Prize- 
winning bareknuckled investigative newsman. 
“Fair Enough” was the title of Pegler’s columns for fhe 
Scripps-Haward syndicate (behire he went over to Hearst> 
King Features). In his best days, during the 1930s and '40s, his 
style combined cold brass and sharp wit, as he skewered 
kings. Presidents, dictators, union chiefs and petty* hoods with, 
as John L. Lewis (one of his targets) might have phrased it. 
equal vigor and fine impartiality. 
In those years, writes Farr. Americans knew Pegler “as 
people in the TV age know the big-head-closeup news talker* 
— come in tight on Cronkite, and bold, that’s it — and for 
better or worse. Westbrook had a talent and verbal inventive­ 
ness of a sort the new jockeys do not display.” 
One of the memorable Peglerisms i recall from the years 
when he was at the peak of his career came out of his visit to 
Louisiana’s capital, when Huey Long was running a rubber- 
stamp state government. Pegler was incensed watching the 
lawmakers roll over for the Kinatish. 
“They dc not permit a house of prostitution to operate wtthjn 
a prescribed distance from the state university,” he wrote, 
“but exempt the staie legislature from the meaning of the 
act.” 
No. I don't believe Cronkite. John Chancellor or even whim­ 
sical Harry Reasoner quite measures up to that standard of 
querulous commentary 
Pegkr had a special gifi 
- the gift of the caricaturist, as 
Farr points out — for combining m>»ght, bite and humor in his 
cov'eraee of the national scene. But it was a gift which later 
warped, the concision and pungency of his early style giving 
\» ay to splenetic rages on the subject of Eleanor Roosevelt and 
other obsessions, 
He had come to his role of national commentator from the 
sports beat. Because of this. Peg had a popular, man-in-the- 
street — as distinguished from pontifical — approach to hi? 
work. Above all, he was unpredictable, rebei tn some things 
establishmentarian tn others 
Thus, though middle-age liberals are repelled by his memory 
and conservatives remember him fondly, Pegler’s early truck 
record belies these stock images. He was pro-FDR (and for 
that m atter pro-Eleanor) ¡t one time: despised J. Edgar Hco 
ver (“a nightclub tiy-cop"), as well a* all military brass tif 
“the boys" of the First Division died “ forgiving Pershing.” he 
wrote, “ they let me down” ): and the thought of Lmon League 
Clubs, those bastions oi o'd gard Republicanism, sent him into 
paroxysms of populist ridicule 
Peeler won his Pulitzer for exposing gangster (or.trol of the 
International Alliance ol Theatrical Stage Employees and Mo­ 
tion Picture Operators in the late ’30s. It was an investigative 
reporting job ir. the old American mu< kraking t radii ion. ard 
as one of his gangster targets left the (ounhouse following

What really troubles me is 
that it’s almost as if I’m liv­ 
ing a flashback to my earlier 
marriage. When I come home 
I know she’s been hitting the 
bottle.

Dear T. R.: No one can 
turn a nonalcoholic into an al­ 
coholic. although it’s not unu­ 
sual for the alcoholic husband 
ot wife to blame his or her 
cpouse. A mate can create a 
climate of tension and resent­ 
ment in which liquor is the 
way the individual selects to 
cope with the problem, but if 
that person is aoing to be an 
alcoholic, he or she will look 
for reasons to drink. If »here 
is none the alcoholic mate 
may create scenes in order to 
find excuses for the ‘•com­ 
fort.’* or “courage” drink. 
Psychiatrist Morris Chafetz, 
who directs the National In­ 
stitute on Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism, 
believes 
loneli­ 
ness and pain are the compa­ 
nions of all heavy' drinkers 
and that they drink because, 
whatever its long range de­ 
vastation, liquor in the short 
run washes away the pain. 
If your wife is a heavy 
drinker and not an alcoholic, 
boredom may be part of her 
oroblem. Rather than merely 
tolerating heT interest in wom­ 
en’s liberation, encourage her 
to become active. Try to raise 
your own consciousness 
in 
fhis area and you may find 
that your own attitude will 
change. You may feel less 
patronizing and 
more con­ 
cerned about the inequities 
that do exist. 
Resentment that finds no 
outlet for expression may lite­ 
rally pet “bottled up.’’ Re­ 
sentment is the constant ene- 
mv of both Hie heavy drinker 
and the alcoholic. When anger 
is swallowed, there’s apt to 
be alcohol *w allowed along 
with the repressed anger. It 
your wite is is you say, gung- 
hr about women’s liberation, 
she probably has a great deal 
of resentement that should be 
expressed. 
The high achiever or the 
successful man in business or 
politics often has problems on 
the home iront. One ol the 
most common is alcoholism, 
either with the man himself 
or more commonly, with his 
wife. Usually the successful 
man i* away from home a 
nod deal and the wife has 
little opportunity to create or 
t u l f i 11 her own potential. 
Usually. she is well educated 
and may have given up a ca­ 
reer tor marriage. Too often, 
■^he tries to submerge herself 
in his hie and to be his sha­ 
dow living in reflected glory. 
This may seem a satisfactory 
tiraneemert io the man, but 
h < m b* destructive to the 
woman,

ifice, there's bound to be 
trouble. 
Try to talk with your wife 
about her drinking and en­ 
courage her to discuss her- 
problems with a doctor. It 
would be helpful if she could 
talk with someone from Alco­ 
holics Anonymous and if you 
would both attend 
several 
open meetings to help her de­ 
termine if she is heading into 
alcoholism.
